Dr. James began his work as uni- 
ersity instructor in 1882, with the 
Tniversity of Pennsylvania, serving 
s president of the Northwestern 
niversity from 1902 to 1904, and of 
he University of Illinois from 1904 
ntil 1920, when he was retired as 
resident emeritus. He was also an 
ditor and publisher of note, com- 
ihng the University of Pennsylvan-

.cries from 1886 to 1895, and was 
he author of books on social and 
olitical subjects.

The chamber of-comtiaerce was ad- 


dressed by L. H. Thompson, assist- 
ant secretary of the regional plann- 
ing commission at its noon luncheon 
on Tuesday. Mr. Thompson outlined 
the policies of the commission and 
the work accomplished since its in- 
ception two and one-half years ago. 
He presented maps of the San Gab- 
riel valley which had been .prepared 
through months of study and geogra- 
phic surveys, showing 
the 
major 


highways which the commission be- 
lieved would best carry the traffic 
from Los Angeles east and would be^ 
necessary -with the development of 
the country. 
The plan of the conjr 


mission is to have these highways 
parallel, with boulevards 100 feet 
wide, one mile apart and 
80-foot 


roads on the half mile. ' 
. Mr. Thompson traced each pro- 
posed highway, from Sierra Ma'dre 
on the north side of '.the valley, to 
Puente street and Arroyo boulevard 
on the south. He stated that it was 
the opinion of the commission that 
both streets would be necessary to 
carry the traffic in the future, and 
that the commission stood ready to 
lend every possible aid to whichever 
route was determined upon at this 
time.
